SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled People December 27, 1995 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This magazine tends to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 
It consists of a mixture of news items written in a sensationalist manner, puzzles, 
cartoons and photographs (including a centrefold feature), with a significant amount of 
material having a sexual focus. The magazine includes several advertisements for 
sexually explicit publications featuring “teenage sex”, “schoolgirls” etc. These have the 
cumulative effect of normalising and validating sexual interest in young persons, and 
this effect is further heightened by the inclusion of salacious comments accompanying 
a photograph of a teenage soap star. 

This magazine therefore falls under one of the deeming provisions of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). The New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990 protects the freedom to seek, receive, and impart information 
and opinions of any kind in any form. Flowever, the deeming provisions outlined in the 
FVPC Act override this freedom. 
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
